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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 



GOVERNOR. 



There was no choice for Governor by the people at the November election ^ in 
1888, but the political complexion of both branches of the Legislature gives no 
doubt that their choice will fall upon the Republican candidate, David Harvey 
Goo DELL, of Antrim. 

Mr. Goodell is the only son of Jesse R., and Mary C. Goodell, and was born in 
Hillsborough, May 6, 1834, and is consequently 54 years of age. His parents 
removed to Antrim when he'was about 7 years old, and have since resided there. 
He attended the town school, Hancock academy, the New Hampton institution, 
and graduated at Francestown Academy in 1852. He then entered Brown uni- 
versity, and there took high rank as a scholar ; in Latin he was within one degree 
of perfect, and bore off the prize in mathematics. In his second year he was 
obliged to return home because of poor he£^th ; but a year and a half on his 
father's farm restored his health, and he then taught school for two terms in 
Hubbardstown, Mass., one term at Lancaster, Mass., and one at the New Hampton 
Institution. He then returned to Antrim, with the intention of making farming 
the business of his life. In 1857, however, the Antrim Shovel Co. was organized, 
and he became its treasurer and book-keeper, and finally the general agent of the 
company. In 1861 this company sold out to Treadwell & Co., and Mr. Goodell 
continued as agent for three years, until they sold out to Oakes Ames and the bus- 
iness was removed to Massachusetts. Then, in company with Geo. R. Carter, he 
began the manufacture of apple parers and invented the " lightning " parer, which 
had a large sale. By a disastrous fire in 1867 they lost everything, having no in- 
surance on the property. But they rebuilt, and were running as usual in six 
weeks. In 1870 Treadwell & Co. failed and carried GoodeU down with them, 
he having endorsed their paper to the amount of 1^50,000. He then bought the 
property, enlarged the business and has since run it, and has never signed a prom- 
issory note from that day. In 1872 the Wood Cutlery Co. was organized by him- 
self and others, in the adjoining to\vn of Bennington, and subsequently transferred 
to Antrim and united with his manufacturing business, which has steadily in- 
creased till now he employs over two hundred hands and pays out to his help 
$95,000 annually. He manufactures all kinds of cutlery, hammock chairs, seed-sowers, 
apple and potato-parers, and cherry-stoners. Besides giving the closest attention to 
this business, he has carried on the homestead farm, which is one of the largest and 
finest in the state, with all the improved farming methods employed. He has served as 
tmstee of the N. E. Agricultural society several years, two terms as a member of the 
State Board of Agriculture, and was a member of the House in 1876, 77 and 78, and 
was largely instmmental in securing the passage of the bill for the erection of the 
new State Prison. During his legislative career no measure of importance which he 
advocatad failed of passage, and none which he opposed became a law. He was a 
member of the Council in 1883-4, and is thoroughly familiar with State affairs. 
He married Hannah Jane Plumer, daughter of Jesse T. Plumer, of Goffstown, and 
has two children. He is an active member of the Baptist church, and was a Dem- 
ocrat prior to 1861. Though still in the prime of life, Mr. Goodell has won a 
position in the community of which any man should be proud. The large manufac- 
turing business, which has given the town new life and prosperity, is his own creation ; 
his farm is a model, which invites healthy progress ; his private character is with- 
out a blemish and his business credit above suspicion ; his reputation as a citizen, 
neighbor, and friend, is of the best, and his ability to fill any public position cred- 
itably and well is universally acknowledged. 



CO UNC IL. 

District No, 1 — Charlbs H. Horton, Dover. Republican, book-biuder, mar- 
ried; age, 72. Born in New York city, Dec. 12, 1816. His parents remored to 
Richmond, Va., and thence to Salem, Mass., and Boston, where he finished hi« 
education in the Eliot and Hancock schools. He served seven years' apprenticeship in 
Boston at the book-binding business, and in 1841 was married to Susan S. Lacoste, of 
Portsmouth, a descendant of General Warren of Revolutionary fame. In 1852 he 
removed to Dover with his family, and entered into the book -binding business, in 
which he has continued to the present time. He has five children. He has served 
in the Dover Common Council, as alderman and mayor of the city, and member of 
the House in 1859 and 00 and of the Constitutional Convention in 1876. In all these 
positions he has displayed signal ability and perfect integrity. 

District No, 2 — Edward C. Shirley, Goffstown. Republican, Congregation- 
alist, farmer, married ; age, 54. Born in Goffstown in 18'{4, and has always had 
his residence there. He received a liberal education at New London academy, 
and is an upright and trusted citizen. He has always been connected witli the 
Republican party, and will make a sagacious and safe councilor. 

District No, 3 — William S. Pillsbury, Londonderry. Republican, Presby- 
terian, farmer and shoe manufacturer, married; age, 55. Born in Sutton, in 
March, 1833. He is the son of Rev. Stephen Pillsbury, a Baptist minister, who 
was the sixth lineal descendant from William Pillsbury, the first (the only one of 
the name to settle in this country), who was born in Straffordshire, England, in 
1615 and settled at Dorchester iii 1641. At the time that Edward Rawson was 
appointed secretary of the province of Massachusetts, William Pillsbury, the first, 
purchased his farm in Newburyport, which has remained in possession of the 
Pillsbury family ever since. The subject of this sketch served as first lieutenant 
Co. I, 4th N. H. Vols.; also, in Co. A of the .9th. His last year of military ser- 
vice was mostly in the capacity of ordnance officer, 1st Brigade, Harding's Di- 
vision, defences of Washington, with headquarters at Fort Reno. He was an 
aide-de-camp on the staff of Governor Prescott, with the rank of colonel. He 
has served as county commissioner of Rockingham County, and was a member of 
the House in 1874. For the past eighteen years Col. Pillsbury has carried on a 
very successful business at Derry Depot, in the manufacturing of shoes ; and from 
a business of a few thousand it has attained to more than half a million a year 
and is constantly increasing ; and the town, from a little hamlet, has grown to be 
one of the most flourishing villages in the state. He was always a Republican. 

District No. 4 — Frank C. C hurchill, Lebanon. Republican, Congregationalist ; 
he is a wholesale merchant and manufacturer of Lebanon overalls, of the firm of Carter 
& Churchill ; married ; age, 38. Born in West Fairlee, Vt., Aug. 2, 1 850 ; he lived there 
till 1868, then in Lyme two years, and in Lebanon since 1870. He was educated in the 
common and select schools and at Thetford, Vt., academy. He was a member ot Gov- 
ernor Head's staff in 1878' and 79, with the rank of colonel. He is a director of 
the Lebanon National Bank, and vice-president and acting president of the Mas- 
coma Fire Insurance company. He has taken much interest in local town affairs, 
but has never accepted public office befofe, holding only such minor positions as 
go to " help along " in the common good of the town in which he lives, such as 
chairman of building committee for Memorial Hall, etc., etc. Col. Churchill has 
been something of a travell'^r and was a travelling salesman for several years for 
his firm. He has also visited nearly all the states in the Union, as well as several 
of the territories. He has always been a Republican. 

District No, 5 — Sherburn R. Merrill, Colebrook. Democrat, Methodist; he 
is a successful merchant and manufacturer of starch, and is engaged in farming ; 
married; age, 78. Born in Newbury; lie lived there till eight years old, then in 
Croydon seven years, Woodstock four years, Boston seven years, Woodstock again 
sixteen years, and in Colebrook for the past thirty-six years. He received his 
school education in Woodstock, attending tor six weeks, but has always been a 
keen observer of men and events and has readily made up for his lack of early 
schooling. He s jived as selectman in >Voo Istock two years and in Colebrook in 
1872 ; member of the House in 1873 antl senator from District No, 1 in 1874 and 
1881-2. He was always a stanch Democrat, 



SENATE. 



The Senate is composed of twenty-four members. There was no choice by the 
people in three districts, and another district is in doubt, pf those about whose 
election there is no dispute, fourteen are Republicans and six are Democrats. The 
following statistics refer to the probable complexion of the Senate as finally con- 
stituted : 

. The oldest member is Hon. William Conn, of Portsmouth, who is 70 ; the 
youngest is Hon. David Arthur Taggart, of Goffstown, who is 31, having been 
Dorn Jan. 30, 1858. Seven of the members are between 30 and 40 years of age ; 
nine between 40 and 50 ; five between 50 and 60 ; two between 60 and 70 ; and 
one who has passed 70. All are natives of the State, except Jour, two having been 
born in Maine, one in Massachusetts, and one in Vermont. Nine were born in 
the towns where they now reside. Six are college graduates, thirteen received a 
classical or academic education, and the remainder received the benefits of a com- 
mon school education. 

Seven are Congregation alists, four Unitarians, three Baptists, two Free Baptists, 
one Episcopalian, one Protestant, one " belongs to no church," and four do not ex- 
press any religious preferences. Four of the Senators are unmarried. 

The profession or occupation of the Senators is as follows : lawyers, five ; manufac- 
turers, four ; merchants, three ; and one each, brewer, druggist, farmer and lumber- 
man, financial agent and president, master mechanic, lumberman, mechanic and 
foreman, merchant and lumber dealer, paymaster, tin and hardware dealer, wood 
and lumber dealer, and one who states no occupation. 

Seventeen have served in the House, one in the last Senate, and tvip in the House 
and Constitutional Convention of 1876. 

Cods Districty No. 1 — Nathan Randall Perkins, of Jefferson. Democrat, 
engaged in the lumber business, married; age, 60. Born in Middleton, Dec. 13, 
1828. He removed to Jefferson when a young man, and has since resided there. 
He was educated in the common school and at Lancaster academy. Served as 
county commissioner five years. Member of the House five terms, of the Council 
two years, and of the Constitutional Convention of 1876. He is one of the most 
energetic and sagacious business men in northern Nev Hampshire, and has hosts 
of friends all over the state. 

Grafton District, No, 2 — William Henry Mitchell, of Littleton. Democrat, 
lawyer, married ; age, 32. Born in Wheelock, Vt., Sept. 1^, 1856. Educated at 
Derby, Vt., academy, and Littleton high school. His wife is the daughter of 
Hon. Edward F. Bingham, Chief Justice of the District of Columbia. Senator 
Mitchell is the junior member of the Littleton law firm of Bingham, Mitchell & 
Batchellor. In 1877 he entered the office with which he has since been connected, 
and was admitted to the bar, March 19, 1880. He was at first employed by the 
firm as an attorney, but in July, 1882, he was admitted as a partner. He devotes 
himself largely to the practical branch of the profession, is studious and pains- 
taking in the preparation of his cases, and becomes well versed in the law appli- 
cable to the particular subject in hand. He possesses great industry and has prac- 
tical judgment which is seldom at fault. He has served on the school committee 
and board of education, is president of the board ; also president of the Littleton 
Musical association, and trustee of the State Normal sch9ol. Politically, he is an 
active member of the Democratic party, and one of the younger leaders in 
northern New Hampshire. He is a sagacious and conservative adviser, with no 
selfish ends to subserve, and is always content with securing success for the party to 
which he gives loyal, zealous, and faithful service. 

Lebanon District, No. 3 — Isaac Willard, of Orford. Republican, Congrega- 
tionalist, merchant, married ; age, 56. Bom in Orford, March 18, 1832. He lived 
in New York city six years, and five years in Iowa, and in Orford since 1864. 
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Educated at' Thetford, Vt., academy. He served as postmaster ten years, until 
removed by the Cleveland administration ; also served as notary public and justice 
of the peace, coroner, and town treasurer since 1876. Member of the House in 
1887-8. Always a Republican. 

Plymouth District, No. 4 — Thomas P. Cheney, of Ashland. Republican, lib- 
eral Free Baptist, manufacturer, married; age, 5H. Born in Holderness, Feb. 24, 
1833. Educated in the Holderness high school and TiJton seminary. Has 
served as postmaster, deputy sheriff, town clerk, superintendent of railway mail 
service for the N^ew England states, bringing the service to a higher efficiency 
than ever before, and U. S. pension a^ent. Member of the House in 1865, '66, and 
1887-8. He was always an active Republican worker. 

Laconia District, No. 5 — Thaddeus S. Moses, of Meredith. Democrat, Protes- 
tant, tin, stove, and hardware dealer, married; age, 54. Born in Campton, Jan. 
28, 1885, and has resided in Plymouth. He attended the common schools in 
Campton, Plymouth, and Meredith, and the academies in Plymouth and ( HI ford. 
He has served on the board of education, as selectman two years, town treasurer 
since 1883, and treasurer of Meredith Village Baptist association since 1878. 
Member of the Constitutional Convention of 1876 and of the House in 1878. He 
was always a Democrat. 

Winnipiseof/ee District, No. 6 — Henry B. Quinby, of Gilford (p. o. address, 
Lake Village). Republican, Unitarian, manufacturer, married; age, 42. Born in 
Biddeford, Me. Educated in the Biddeford city schools, Nichols Latin school 
in Lewiston, and at Bowdoin college, all in Maine. He was a valuable member 
of the House in 1887-8 ; also served on (rovernor Straw's staff. He was always 
a Republican. 

Sullivan District, No. 7 — George L. Balcom, of Claremont. Republican, Epis- 
copal, woolen manufacturer, single; age, 69. Born in Sudbury, Mass., Oct. 9, 
1819, and has resided in Lowell, Boston, Philadelphia, and Proctors ville, Vt. 
Educated in; Lbwell, Westminster, Mass., and Harvard ooUege. He was a mem- 
ber of the House in 1883-4, and served with much credit. He was formerly a 
Whig, and voted for Wm. H. Harrison for President in 1840. 

Hillsborough District, No. 8— Augustus W. Gray, of Bennington. Republican, 
Congregationalist, mechanic ; at present foreman of one branch of the Goodell 
Company's works at Bennington ; married ; age, 45. Born in Bennington, May 
28, 1843, and always resided there. Educated in the common schools. He en- 
listed in August, 1862, as a private in Co. D, lltn N. H. Vols. ; was wounded at 
Fredericksburg, Va., Dec. 13, 1862 ; mustered out in April, 1865, for disability. 
Is a member of the G. A. R., a Mason and an Odd Fellow, and was district dep- 
uty, I. O. O. F. the pa^t year. Has served as moderator, town clerk, etc. Always 
a Republican. 

Merrimack District, No. 9 — At the time these sketches are being prepared, this 
district appears to be in doubt. The Governor and Council, on canvassing the 
votes in December, decided that there was no choice and that the constitutional 
candidates for the seat were John C. Pearson, of Boscawen, and George L. Brown, 
of Sutton. A subsequent recount of the votes showed that Mr. Brown was elected 
by 6 majority. The Senate will determine whether there was an election or no 
choice. 

George L. Brown, of Sutton, is a Democrat, Baptist, druggist, and married ; 
his age is 36. He was born in Dunbarton in 1852. He removed to New London 
in 1860, and was educated at Colby academy, taking high rank as a scholar. In 
1870 he entered the employ of C. H. Martin & Co., leading druggists in Concord, 
where he thoroughly learned the business, and finally became a partner in the firm, 
which has continued under the familiar name to the present time. His summer 
residence is in Sutton, and he represented that town in the House in 1881-2. 
He is a member of the Masonic and Odd Fellows orders, and is a candid, genial, 
and popular young man, with a host of friends wherever he is known. 

John C. Pearson, of Boscawen, is a Republican, Congregationalist, and is en- 
gaged in general business ; he is married ; age, 53. Born in West Boscawen, May 25, 
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1835, and has lived in Webster. His present post-office address is Penacook. He 
received his education in the common and high schools, at Kimball Union acad- 
emy and Merrimack Normal institute. Has served as town treasurer, selectman 
eleven years, moderator, and county commissioner. Was a working member of the 
House in 1871, 72, and 1S87-8, and has brought fidelity and ability to the dis- 
charge of every public trust reposed in him. He was always a Republican, and is 
highly esteemed as an upright and popular citizen. 

Concord District, No. 10 — Charles Robert Corning, of Concord. Republi- 
can, belongs to no church but attends the Universalist, lawyer, single ; age, 33. 
Born in Concord, Dec. 20, 1855, and always had his residence there. Educated in 
the public school, at Phillips academy, Andover, Mass., and by tutors. He is the 
son of the late Robert NT. Corning, a former leading and popular citizen and post- 
master of Concord at the time of his death. Charles R. read law with the late 
Anson S. Marshall and with William M. Chase, Esq., and ex-Chief Justice Sar- 
gent, and passed an examination to the Merrimack County bar in March, 1883. 
He has made three trips to Europe, travelling extensively on the continent. His 
journeys have provided material for interesting lectures, and he has recently pub- 
lished an original book of travels, " Frou) Aalesund to Tetuan," which has had a 
large number of interested readers. He is the author of some valuable historical 
and biographical pamphlets, including one on the life of the late Attorney-General 
Tappan, for whom he had high admiration and reciprocated friendship. He is an 
easy, graceful writer, of very pleasing style,' and has already won a position in the 
literary world. He is greatly interested in all that pertains to literature and to 
educational advancement. He has a strong taste for politics and public life, and 
yet is much devoted to refined society. He has the largest and best selected pri- 
vate library in the city, and is an indefatigable reader and an agreeable and inter- 
esting speaker. He has served on the board of education six years, and gave 
much attention to the work. He is also a trustee of the State library and of the 
Concord public library. Member of the House in 1878 and 18834, serving on 
important committees, and is well versed in parliamentary law and legislative 
proceedings. 

Pitts field District, No, 11 — »James B. Tennant, of Epsom. Republican, Free 
Baptist, merchant, lumber dealer, etc., married ; age, 41. Bom in Deerfield in 
1847. Educated at New Hampton. He has served as commissioner for Merri- 
mack County three terms, and is a man of excellent judgment and good business 
qualities. He was always a Republican. 

Somersworth District, No. 12 — Edward T. Willson, of Farmington. Republi- 
can, no religious preference, merchant, married ; age, 35. Born at Cape Neddick, 
Maine, Sept. 5, 1853. Educated in the district schools and at West Lebanon, Me., 
Academy. He is a popular and successful merchant. Has held the minor town 
offices, and was always a firm Repulican. 

Keene District, No. 13 — Daniel W. Rugg, of Sullivan. Republican, Unitarian 
preference; engaged in farming and lumbering; married; age, 52. Born in Sul- 
livan, July 18, 1836. Educated in the Sullivan common schools, and at Marlow 
and Nelson academies. He has served as selectman four years, supervisor two 
yeai*s, and moderator six years. He was an active member of the House in 1885-6. 
Has been a Republican since 1861. 

Cheshire District, No. 14 — Ezra S. Stearns, of Rindge. Republican, Congre- 
gationalist ; age, 50. Born in Rindge, Sept. 1, 1838. Received the degree of A. 
M. from Dartmouth college. Was early connected for several years with pub- 
lishing houses in Boston, New York, and Philadelphia, and in 1876-7 he was 
editor and manager of a daily paper in Fitchburg, Mass. Is the author of " His- 
tory of Rindge, N. H.," 1876, 788 pages ; " History of Ashburnham, Mass.," 1887, 
1,024 pages, and has in preparation the history of Fitchburg, Mass. Member of 
the House in 1864, 65, 66, 67, and 70, serving on important committees, and of 
the Senate in 1887-8, being chairman of the committee on revision of laws, and 
membei* of committees on judiciary, agriculture, and elections. In 1866 he was 
member of a commission to audit the war expenses of towns, and has served 
many years on the Republican State Committee. 
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Peterborough District, No. 15 — Frank G. Clarkk, of Peterborough. Republi- 
can, Unitarian, lawyer, married ; age, 38. Born in Wilton, Sept. 10, 1850. Edu- 
cated at Kimball Union academy and Dartmouth college. He served on the 
staff of Governor Hale, with the rank of colonel. Member of the House ia 
1885-6, and took an important part in the debates and in shaping legislation gen- 
erally. Always a Republican. 

Amherst District, No. 16 — David Arthur Taggabt, of Goffstown. Republi- 
can, no religious preference, lawyer, married; age, 81. Born in Goffstown, Jan. 
30, 1858, and is the youngest member of the Senate. Educated at the Manchester 
high school and at Harvard college, class of 78; studied law after graduation, 
and formed a partnership with Judge David Cross, of Manchester, which continued 
till the spring of 1885, since which time he has followed his prolession alone, 
having a law office in Manchester. On Nov. 11, 1884, he married Mary Elbra, 
daughter of Dr. A B. Story, of Manchester, and has one daughter, Mary Esther, 
born March 81, 1886. He represented Goffstown in the House in 1888, serving as 
chairman of the committee on elections and as a member of the committee on 
revision of the laws, and took an active part in the debates of the session. He 
attended the last Republican N^ational Convention at Chicago as one of the alter- 
nates. Always a Republican. 

Nashua District, No. 17 — David A. (tREGG, of N^ashua. Democrat, Unitarian, 
manufacturer, married; age, 48. Born in New Boston in 1841. He has resided 
in Bennington and Wilton. Member of the House in 1874 and 75. He is an 
enterprising and popular citizen. 

Manchester District, No. 18 — Charles Tracy Means, of Manchester. Repub- 
lican, Congregationalist, paymaster for the Manchester Locomotive Works, 
married ; age, 84. Born in Manchester, Jan. 20, 1855. Has resided in Andover, 
Mass., and Boston. Educated in Andover. He was a faithful and attentive mem- 
ber of the House in 1888-4. 

Amoskeag District, No. 18 — George H. Stearns, of Manchester. Republican, 
attends First Congregationalist church, is treasurer of the Union Mortgage and 
Trust company, and president of the Union Banking company, of Marion, 
Kansas ; married ; age, 50. Born in Goffstown in 1888. Educated in Goffstown 
and Pembroke academy. He served as an alderman in 1881-2 and as mayor of 
the city in 1885-'86, with credit in both instances. He was always a Republican. 

Londonderry District, No. 20 — George S. Butler, of Pelham. Republican, Con- 
gregationalist preference, dealer in wood and lumber, married ; age, 40. Born in Pel- 
ham in 1848 and always resided there. He has been engaged in the wood and lumber 
business for the past fifteen years, his mill and residence being at Gumpus Pond, 
Pelham. He is also engaged in the insurance business, writing policies in all good 
and reliable New Hampshire companies. He was educated in the common 
schools. Is a notary public and justice of the peace; has served as supervisor of 
the check-list four years, and been chairman of the Republican Town Committee 
five years. Member of the House ^in 1883-4, serving as chairman of committee on 
roads, bridges, and canals. A Republican always. 

Rockingham District, No. 21 — Edwin G. Eastman, of Exeter. Republican, 
attends Congregationalist church, lawyer, married and is the father of two 
promising children; age, 41. Born in Grantham, Nov. 22, 1847* Educated 
in the common school, at Kimball Union academy, and Dartmouth college. He 
then read law with Judge A. P. Carpenter at Bath, and was admitted to the bar 
at Haverhill in March, 1876, and has practiced his profession in Exeter since Sep- 
tember of that year. He was a member of the House from Grantham in 1876. 
He reports that he is a Republican (black) ; certainly, he is an able lawyer and a 
good citizen. 

Newmarket District, No. 22 — Charles A. Sinclair, of Portsmouth. Democrat, 
attends Baptist church and is liberal in his religious belief; by occupation a 
brewer; married; age, 40. Born in Bethlehem, Aug. 21, 1848, son of Hon. John 
G. Sinclair. He was educated in Newbury, Vt., and at Sanbornton Bridge, and 
was fitted for college at Philips Exeter academy. Entered Dartmouth college in 
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1867, but did not graduate. He resided in Bethlehem until 1867, and for the next 
two y«ars in Lexington, Mich. ; from 1869 to 1878 in Littleton, and Auce the latter 
date in Portsmouth, where he has been actively engaged in business. He is a 
keen, sagacious business man, and possesses abundant mental resources, which 
readily bring him success in the various enterprises he has engaged in. He is 
proprietor of the Portsmouth Daily Evening Times, a sprightly Democratic sheet, 
and the weekly States and Union, a well-established paper. H'j has been president 
of the Worcester, Nashua & Rochester Railroad since 1884 j president of the 
Manchester & Lawrence Railroad since 1887 ; a director in many corporations, 
including the Portsmouth Trust and Guaranty Co., the Granite State Fire Insur- 
ance Co., Portsmoutli Fire Insurance Co., Burton Stock Car Co., Upper Coos 
Railroad, Hereford Branch Railroad, Boston Wall Paper Co., Portsmouth Shoe 
Co., etc. He was appointed colonel on the staff of Governor Weston in 1871, and 
was representative in the Legislature from Littleton in 1873, where he served with 
distinction and credit. Col. Sinclair was always a Democrat, and is one of the 
trusted leaders of the party in the Granite State. 

Dover District, No. 23 — John H. Nute, of Dover. Republican, master 
mechanic at the Sawyer Woolen Mills, single; age, 49. Born in Dover, Sept. 13, 
1839, and always resided there. Educated in the public schools JAnd at Franklin 
academy. He served in the House, with credit and ability, two terms in suc- 
cession, viz. : in 1885-6 and 1887-8, and his promotion to the Senate is a just 
recognition of his services. He was always a " black " Republican. 

Portsmouth District, No. 24 — William Conn, of Portsmouth. Democrat, Bap- 
tist, wholesale dealer in produce, married ; age, 70, — the oldest member of the 
Senate. Born in Hillsborough in 1818. Educated in the common schools. Mem- 
ber of the House in 1857, 58, 61, and in 1887-8. He was formerly a Republi- 
can, but says he " left them on account of their thieving propensities."

The House of Representatives is composed of 314 members./ The political 
divisions are as follows : Republicans, 169 ; Democrats, 144 ; Prohibitionist, 1, 
making a Republican majority of 24. 

The oldest member is Gen. (Oilman Marston of Exeter, who is 77 ; the young- 
est is William D. Eaton of Seabrook, who is 24. Twelve of the members are 
between 20 and 30 ; eighty-three between 80 and 40; one hundred and six between 
40 and 50; seventy-four between 50 and 60; thirty-one between 60 and .70, and 
seven who are over 70 years of age. All but seventy-one were born in the state, and 
one hundred and thirty-two were born in the towns they represent. Of those born 
out of the state, twenty-two were born in Massachusetts, eleven in Vermont, eleven 
in Maine, seven in Canada, six in Ireland, three in Ohio, two in England, two in 
Scotland, two in New York, two in Rhode Island, and one in Mississippi. 

Thirty-four received a collegiate education, sixty-two a high school or academic 
course, and the remainder enjoyed the advantages offered by the public schools in 
their respective towns. There are thirty-six unmarried men in the House. 

In religious belief or preference, there are sixty-three Congregationalists, thirty 
Baptists, twenty-nine Universalists, twenty-four Catholics, twenty-one Free Bap- 
tists, twenty Unitarians, nineteen Methodists, fifteen Episcopalians, fourteen Lib- 
erals, six Protestants, five Christians, two Adventists, two Presbyterians, two Spir- 
itualists, one Evangelist, one Independent, one " Very Liberal," one who has " no 
particular creed," one who has "no religious bias or prejudice,*' one whose religion 
is the " Golden Rule," one whose is to " do as you agree," one who has " none in par- 
ticular," while the remainder express no religious belief or preference. 
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Twenty-eight have served in the House before, onet^ in the Senate, two in both 
House and Senate, one in the House, in Congress and the Constitutional Conven- 
tions of 1850 and 76, two in the House and Corslitutional Convention of 1876, 
one in the Convention of 1876, and one in the Convention of 1889. 

By occupation, the members may be classed as follows : farmers straight, 86 ; 
merchants, 27; lawyers, 20; manufacturers, 16; physicians, 11; carpenters, 7; 
grocers, 6; mechanics, 5; overseers, 4; hotel keepers," 3; bankers, 2; cashiers, 2; 
commercial travellers, 2 ; conductors, 2 ; editors, 2 ; farmer and dealer, 2 ; farmer 
and merchant, 2 ; lumbermen, 2 ; lumbermen and farmers, 2 ; stone masons, 2 ; 
tailors, 2 ; wood and lumber dealers, 2 ; and one each advertising agent, baker, 
book-keeper, brass-finisher, brick-layer, cabinet maker, civil engineer, clergyman, 
commissioner of highways, concrete paver, cooper, dentist, deputy sheriff, engi- 
neer, engineer and merchant,, express agent, express agent and stable-keeper, fore- 
man, general agent, grocer and lumber dealer, insurance agent, journalist, laborer, 
livery-stable keeper, livery and sale stable-keeper, loan business, loom-fixer, lumber- 
man and horse dealer and hotel-keeper, manager, manufacturer and merchant, 
market gardener, mason and dealer in sewer pipe and tile, merchant and real 
estate dealer, milk dealer, miller, mill operative, painter, pension claims agent, 
plumber, police officer, printer, provisions dealer, quarryman, real estate and lumber 
dealer, seaman, SQedsman, selling agent, shoe-channeller, shoe-dresser, spinner, 
station agent, station agent and merchant, station agent and telegraph operator, 
stove dealer, superintendent, teacher, travelling salesman ; and one each of farm- 
ers who combine with that occupation the business of bank treasurer, civil engi- 
neer, clerk, horse dealer, hotel-keeper, lumberman and millman and mechanic, 
manufacturer, milk and wood dealer, music teacher, shoe-maker, tanning and ice 
cutting, teacher, and wood and lumber dealer. Eight of the members report that 
either they have retired from business, or are " out of a job '' at the present time. 
Several also neglected to report on that point, as well as on other points inquired 
into by the compiler, but, as a general rule, missing information was obtainable 
from other sources, and may be relied upon as accurate. 



Abbott, Charles M., Rochester. Democrat, Baptist, dealer in groceries, boots, 
shoes, etc., married ; age, 35. Born in IShapleigh, Me., Aug. 3, 1853. He resided 
nine years in Ipswich, Mass., and for the past three years in New Hampshire. 
Educated in the common schools, at West Lebanon academy, and Bryant and 
Stratton's commercial college in Boston. While living in Shapleigh he served as 
town clerk three years and postmaster eight years. Always a Democrat. 

Abbott, Frank H., Bethelem. Democrat, Methodist preference, proprietor of 
" The Uplands," married ; age, 38. Born in Whitefield, Nov. 2, 1850. Lived in 
Florida five years from 1881, engaged in the real estate business, and was fairly 
successful. Previously to going there he was engaged in the building business, 
and built some of the largest hotels in the mountain region. Served as supervisor 
in 1887 and 88. Always a Democrat. 

•Aldrich, David M., Lisbon. Republican, Adventist, farmer, married; age, 
42. Born in Lisbon, and always lived there. Has served as selectman, and was 
always a Republican. 

Ames, John C, Ossipee. Democrat, Free Baptist, farmer, married ; age, 49. 
Born in Ossipee, Aug. 7, 1839, and always resided there. Educated in Ossipee 
and Effingham. He has served as selectman eight years, town treasurer, etc. 
Member of the House in 1876 and 77. Always a Democrat. 

Amey, John T., Stratford. Democrat, Spiritualist, lumberman, married ; age, 
30. Born in Pittsburg, Oct. 16, 1858, and resided for a time in J^ancaster. Much 
of his education has been acquired by studies taken up and pursued at home. He 
left school at 14 years of age and taught one term of four months ; then went into 
the lumber business, employed in the capacity of surveyor, and has followed that 
business ever since, holding good positions as book-keeper, foreman, agent, etc., for 
some of the largest operators in northern New Hampshire. At present and for four 
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years past he has been tne a.c:ent of the Turners Falls Lumber Co., a large Massa- 
chusetts corporation, which has been doing a large business in Coos County for a 
number of years. He has full charge of all their operations in his section, such as 
buying and driving logs down the Connecticut river, running and overseering their 
manufacturing business, recently started at Stratford, etc. He is considerably inter- 
ested in agriculture, and owns one of the largest farms^ in the county, and also 
directs teaming operations for the lumber company at Stratford. He has always 
been active in political affairs, and has attended every Democratic State Conven- 
tion as a delegate since he was 21 years of age, and can talk readily upon political 
or other subjects ; he made a few speeches in Coos County during the last cam- 
paign. He was a member of the " third house " in 1887, and was always an 
ardent Democrat.

He 
belongs to all the various societies, and was founder of one of the leading ones. 
He is the first French member of the House ever elected in Manchester. Always 
a Republican. 

Atkinson, Langdon M., Madison. Republican, jobber and retail dealer in 
general merchandise, single ; age, 30. Born in Madison, educated there and at 
Sandwich and Eastport, Me. Has served as town treasurer, being elected when he 
was 21 years old. Always a Republican. 

Austin, Joseph N., Kensington, Democrat, Congregationalist, farmer, 
married ; age, 48. Bgrn in Methuen, Mass., Oct. 15, 1840, and has resided in New 
Hampshire since 1845, and in Kensington the most of the time since 1855. Edu- 
cated in the common schools. In August, 1862, he enlisted in Co. E, Thirteenth 
N. H. Vols., and was with the regiment at the first battle of Fredericksburg, and 
was discharged in February, 1863. For the past ten years he has conducted a shoe 
express route from Haverhill, Mass., to Kensington. Has served as selectman, 
clerk, and tax collector. Always a Democrat. 

Avery, Joseph H., Milton. Republican. He conducts a grain and flour mill ; 
is married ; age, 44. Born in Acton, Me., in 1844, and has lived in Boston. Edu- 
cated in the common school ; has served as selectman and been chairman of the 
board. He was always " Black." 

Ayers, Charles Hainks, Canterbury. Democrat, Free Baptist — deacon of the 
church, lumberman and farmer, married ; age, 74. Born in Canterbury, June 10, 
1815, and has always lived there, except ten years in Northfield. Attended the 
public schools until 14 years of age ; since then his education has been of the 
practical kind. He was store-keeper and station agent at Northfield depot for ten 
years, and that station was established through his endeavors. He is a large 
farmer, cuts 150 tons of hay, and has been largely engaged in the lumber business 
all his life. He was always a Free Soiler, and voted for Lincoln. Since 1864 has 
heen a Democrat.

Ballou, Marshall, Bristol. Republican, Universalist, manufacturer of picker 
sticks, married ; age, 43. Born in Hill. Lived on a farm and attended district 
school till 16 ; then worked in the Manchester Mills five years, Waltham, Mass., 
Cotton Mills three years, and four years in a carpenter's shop, and has been in his 
present business since then. Has served as road surveyor and fire warden. 

Barker, Hiram H.,.Farmington. Democrat, no religious preference, no occu- 
pation at present, married ; age, 37. Born in Farmington, Dec. 2, 1851 ; educated 
there and always resided there. Always a Democrat. 

Barnard, George F., Bedford. Democrat, farmer, married ; age, 40. Born in 
Bedford, Sept, 8, 1848 ; educated there and always resided there. Has served as 
selectman two terms. Always a Democrat. 
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Barron, Oscar, Carroll. Republican, hotel keeper, interested in the Fabyan, 
Crawford, and Mt. Pleasant houses, married ; age, 87. Born in Queechy, Vt., 
educated " on the run,'* and has lived in Florida and Washington, D. C. Has 
served as selectman, justice of the peace, and postmaster. Always a Republican. 

Bartlett, John F., Allenstown. Democrat, Baptist, farmer, married; age, 52. 
Born at Newton Highlands, Mass., Nov. 15, 1836. Educated in the Newton com- 
mon schools and at Hooksett. When about 17 years old he served three years 
as an apprentice to the machinist's trade in l.owell and worked at it in Boston for 
twelve or fifteen years ; then removed to Allenstown, and has been in the grocery 
and provision trade most of the time in Suncook since till within the past year, 
when he retired on account of ill health. He served as selectman and tax col- 
lector in 1875 and town treasurer in 1884, 85, and 86. Always a Democrat. 

Bascom, James W., Langdon. Republican, Baptist, farmer and dealer in Mar- 
shall's tank heaters, single; age, 25. Born in Langdon, Oct. 3, 1863; educated^ 
there and always resided there. Has served as supervisor. 

Bean, Abnek J., Pittsburg. Democrat, Baptist preference, lumberman, 
married ; age, 40. Born in Oldtown, M«., Oct. 3, 1848, and educated there. 

Bean, Fred, Warner. Republican, Baptist, grain dealer and farmer, married 
in 1877; age, 37. Born in Waterloo Village, Sept. 30, 1851. Educated in the 
district school, and always lived in Warner. Served on the high school committee 
in 1884, 85, and 86, selectman in 1886, and chairman of the board in 1888. Is a 
prominent Mason, and has served as W. M. and both district deputy grand lec- 
turer, and master. Always a Republican. 

Bean, Jacob Walter, Lyme. Republican, Baptist, physician and surgeon' 
married; age, 33. Born in Sutton, June 7, 1855. His parents removed to New 
London when he was two years old ; he attended school there, in Concord, and at 
the Tilton seminary. Was an officer at the Rockingham County house of cor- 
rection three years, and worked for a time in Boston. In 1878 began the study of 
medicine with Dr. M. W^. Russell in Concord; attended college in New York city 
and at Burlington, Vt., and graduated from there in June, 1882, and located in 
Lyme in September of that year, in partnership with Charles F. Kingsbury, M. D. 
Married his daughter in June, 1884, and has one child. Is a member of the New 
Hampshire Medical Society and the White River Medical Society, and is a Mason 
and Odd Fellow. 

Bennett, J. Perley, Farmington. Democrat, merchant, member of the firm 
of Carleton & Bennett, merchant tailors and clothiers, married ; age, 41. Born at 
East Northwood, June 7, 1847, and has resided in Farmington since 1872. Edu- 
cated at Deerfield Centre, New Hampton, and Northwood seminary. Is a trustee 
of the Farmington savings bank and director of the Farmington Gas Co. 

Bigelow, Charles D., Fitzwilliam. Republican, Congregationalist, engaged 
in railroad business, married ; age, 42. Born, educated, and always resided in 
Fitzwilliam. Has served as selectman four years and supervisor six years. 

Bingham, Harry, Littleton. Democrat, Episcopal preference, lawyer, single * 
age, 70. Born in Concord, Vt. Educated in the common schools, the Waterford' 
Vt., high school, Lyndon, Vt., academy, and Dartmouth college, class of *43* 
Read law with Hon. Harry Hibbard at Bath ; was admitted to the bar in May» 
1846, and began practice in Littleton in September of that year. Was elected to 
the House in 1861, and has served for eighteen years, the longest service of any 
person in the state, being continuous for twenty-two years, excepting the vears 
1866-7, 69-70. Member of the Senate in 1883-4 and 1885-6. Always a Democrat. 

BoHAN, John F., Manchester, Ward 5. Democrat, Catholic, clerk, married 5 
age, 32. Born in Manchester, »June 11, 1856, and always resided there. Grad- 
uated at Park St. grammar school and then entered Bryant, Stratton & Co*s business 
coUege and learned book-keeping, taking a thorough course. He has served as 
ward clerk and councilman in the city government of 1888. 
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BoiRB, Felix M., Manchester, Ward 5. Democrat, Catholic, travelling sales- 
man, married; age, 41. Born in St. Edourd, County of Napierville, P. Q., March 
29, 1847. His father was Paul Boire and his mother Josephet Lafontaine. He 
was educated in St. Edourd, and left home at the age of 17 and went to Manches- 
ter, not knowing the English language. He worked in the Amoskeag mills 
for eight years. He was employed as a travelling salesman for J. K. Sartwell & 
Co., of Boston, from November, 1884, to 'October, 1888, and since then has beea 
employed in the same capacity by J. E. Wasserboehr & Co., of Boston. He was 
married, Nov. 25, 1869, to Annie M. Carr, of Franklin, daughter of Thomas and 
Alice (Ward) Carr, and has had four children, three boys and a girl.

He has served on 
the board of education three years. Formerly a Whig. 

BowKN, Franklin, Richmond. Republican, manufacturer of lumber, pail 
staves, etc., married ; age, 55. Born in Richmond in 1833. Lived four years in 
Templeton, Mass., and the rest of the time in Richmond. Educated "nowhere." 
Republican always. 

Bragg, Lewis Clark, Errol. Democrat, farmer, single; age, 29. Born in 
Errol, Aug. 16, 1859. Educated there and at Bridgeton, Me., academy. Has, 
served as town clerk for the past eight years. 

Branch, Oliver E., Weare. Democrat, Congregationalist, lawyer, married ^ 
age, 41. Born in Madison, Ohio. Fitted for college at Madison and Whitestown' 
N. Y., seminaries, and graduated from Hamilton college in 1873, working his way 
through and standing fourth in his class. He then was principal of an academy 
two years and took a course at the Columbia college law school, graduating 
in 1876, and was admitted to the bar in New York city in June of that 
year, and was in active practice until 1884. During this time he was also for one 
year a professor in the Brooklyn Polytechnic institute and edited the Hamilton 
Speaker. He has since edited the National series of Speakers. He removed to 
Weare in 1884, and was a member of the House in 1887-8, taking a prominent 
part in the debates and legislation of the session. Always a Democrat. 

Brewer, David O., Kiiigston. Democrat, Universalist, butcher, married ; age, 
32. Born in Kensington, Feb. 4, 1856. Educated at East Kingston, and always 
resided there and at Kingston. He has served as selectman of East Kingston and 
tax collector of Kingston. He was always a Democrat. 

Brown, Edwin F., Moultouborough. Republican. Has served as selectman. 

Brown, George H., Gilmanton. Republican, Congregationalist, physician, 
single ; age, 35. Born in Haverhill, Mass., April 3, 1853, and has resided in San- 
bornton and Tilton. Educated at Tilton. Has served as town clerk. Always a 
Republican. 

Brown, John C, Walpole. Democrat. 

Brown, Olney T., Raymond. Democrat, mechanic, married ; age, 48. Born 
in Raymond, Oct. 21, 1840, and has always lived there. Educated in the schools 
of Raymond. Has served as town clerk two years and ' selectman seven years. 
He was a Republican until 1870. 

Buchanan, William, Antrim. Republican, not a church member, farmer? 
married ; age, 54. Born in Canada in 1834, and has lived in Vermont and Mass- 
achusetts. Educated in the district school. He has served three terms as select- 
man and held other minor offices. 
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BuRLEY, Joseph W., (Jroton. Democrat ; age, 37. Born and reared in Dor- 
cliester, and always lived in Dorchester and Groton, which class he represents, ex- 
cept one year, 1874, in Bristol. Served as selectman in Dorchester in 1877, 78, 
and 79 ; also as tax collector in 1877 ; selectman in (Jroton in 1883 and 84, and 
town clerk in 1887 and 88. He was a Democrat always.

age, 41. Born in Chesterfield. Served as selectman four years, collector of taxes 
in 1884, and deputy sheriff for the past two years. - Always a Republican. 



Calhoun, Isaac, Littleton. Republican, farmer, married ; age, 56. Born in 
I>yman, but has lived mostly in Littleton. Educated in the cojumon school, lias 
served as selectman and supervisor. Always a Republican. 

Campbell, Arthur S., Manchester, Ward 4. Republican, Congregationalist, 
printer, married ; age, 32. Born in Litchfield, May 26,1856. At the age of 7 
his father died, leaving him in the care of his mother, who is now living. He was 
educated in the schools of Litchfield and Nashua, and in the academies at Mont 
Vernon and Reed's Ferry, working a year during his school life in the dry goods 
store ef Crawford & Anderson, at Nashua. He went to Manchester in 1877, and 
entered the Manchester '^ One Price Clothing Store** as clerk, but after about a 
year's service he abandoned the clothing business to learn the printing trade ; after 
working at this some over three years, in 1881 he opened a job printing house at 
No. 21 Hanover St., forming a co-partnership with F. H. Challis.

Chamberlin, Robert N., Berlin. Republican, Congregationalist, lawyer, 
married ; age, 32. Born in Bangor, P'ranklin County, N. Y., and lived for a time 
in Stewartstown. Educated at Colebrook and Derby, Vt., academies. Has served 
as school superintendent two years, member of board of education three years, 
setectman in 1887 and re-elected in 1888, and resigned. Always a Republican. 
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Chase, Willard Dunlap, Peterborough. Republican, Unitarian, physician, 
married ; age, 52. Born in Claremont, Dec. 4, 1836. Educated at the district 
school and at Claremont academy. Attended lectures at Dartmouth Medical col- 
lege, and received the degree of M. D. at Harvard Medical university in 1866.

Republican, physician and sur- 
geon, single ; age, 35. Born in Grafton, and has lived in Nashua since 1875. 
Educated at New London academy and Boston university. Has served as chair- 
man of the board of selectmen six years, but is not an office-seeker. Is vice-presi- 
dent of the Republican league, headed by Mr. Foster, of New York. 

Collins, John S., Gilsum. Democrat, Catholic, manufacturer of fine cassi- 
meres, single ; age, 47. Born in Oxford, Mass., and has resided in Gilsum 21 
years. Educated in the public schools, and has held the various offices in his 
town, representing it in the Legislature in 1872 and 73, and as senator from Dis- 
trict No. 8 in 1885-6.

Always a Democrat. 

Cook, Benjamin F., Columbia. Democrat, Methodist, farmer, married; age, 
29. Born in Lemington, Vt., in 1859. Educated in Colebrook. 
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Corey, Charles N., Brookline. Democrat, Protestant, has no regular occupa- 
tion, single ; age, 45. Born in Brookline, Ang. 2, 1843, which he has always con- 
sidered his home, although he has been engaged in business, south and west, at 
different periods. Received a common school and academical education. Has 
served as selectman, etc., and is a thorough-bred Democrat. 

Cox, Edwin, Meredith. Democrat, express agent and stable-keeper, married ; 
age, 44. Born in Holderness, and has lived in Meredith the past 37 years. He 
served as selectman the last three years. 

Crawford, John Maynard, Manchester, Ward 4. Independent in religious 
belief, manager Traders' Protective agency, single ; age, 37. Born in Manchester, 
Dec. 21, 1850. He completed his public school course in the Manchester high 
school, and subsequently learned book-keeping in the Bryant & Stratton business 
college, and in 1867 went to Wadley's Falls, where he entered the employ of I. D. 
Edgerly & Co. Three years later he bought the firm out and after four years' pro- 
prietorship sold out and returned to Manchester, which has since been his home. 
From 1878 to 1884 Mr. Crawford assisted in the compiling of the Mirror directory. 
He was also deputy collector of taxes under Seth T. Hill, and, in fact, his labors 
have been largely of a clerical and statistical nature.

Served in the First N. H. Cavalry in the war of the 
rebellion. Member of the Senate in 1881-2 and 1883-4, serving on important com- 
mittees, and proving to be a careful, painstaking, busy, conscientious, intelligent, 
and capable legislator.

Democrat, Universalist, retired from business, 
married ; age, 47. Born in Parsonsfield, York County, Me., Feb. 6, 1841. At the 
age of twenty years he left home, accepting a position as clerk ifi Boston for his 
uncle, Bartlett Doe, who was a large shipper of building uiaterials to San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., which position he retained until he became, in 1867, associated with 
others in the shipment of doors, sashes, and blinds to the southern states. In 
1872, he become associated with Thomas Varney, under the firm name of Varney 
& Doe, general agents of the Atlantic Giant Powder Co. (dynamite), with head- 
quarters in New York city.

Republican to the back-bone, deacon of the 
Congregationalist church, farmer, married ; age, 58. Born in Henniker, Feb. 3, 
1830. Educated at Henniker and East Andover. 

Gould, Alfred J., Newport. Republican, liberal, farmer, married ; age, 48. 
Born in Newport in 1840, and has resided on the farm, which has been the prop- 
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erty of his ancestors for nearly one hundred years. Educated at the common and 
high schools in Ne^vport. Served as selectman four years. 

Gould, Marcellus, Manchester, Ward 1. Republican always and always will 
be, attends Congregationalist church, superintendent of carding on the Amoskeag 
corporation, married, and has one child, a daughter. Born in Chelsea, Vt., Dec. 
20, 1845, and was educated in the common schools and at Chelsea academy. He went 
to Manchester in 1863, and entered the Langdon cotton mills to learn tfie business ; 
was promoted rapidly until he was offered and accepted an overseer's position in the 
Wauregan mills at Wauregan, Conn., when only 23 years of age ; remained there ten 
years ; returned to Manchester in 1881, and in November, 1886, was promoted to super- 
intendent of all the carding on the Amoskeag.

Educated in the public schools and at Henniker 
academy ; studied law, was admitted to the bar, and practiced for seven years in 
Iowa and Dakota. He served as city solicitor and city clerk of DeVVitt, Iowa, 
chairman of board of supervisors and moderator in Weare. He was always a true 
Democrat. 

Hale, E. Everett, Hinsdale. Republican, Congregationalist, merchant, 
married ; age, 39. Born in Gill, Mass., Sept. 17, 1849 ; his parents removed to 
Bernardston, Mass., and he lived there till he was 21 years old, receiving his edu- 
cation at Powers institute, and then removed to Hinsdale. He was clerk in a store 
and assistant postmaster for seven years ; the American Express Co's agent three 
years, and has been a merchant for the past eight years.

Served as town treasurer one year and selectman four years. Always a Democrat. 
Holmes, Daniel G., Webster. Republican, Protestant, farmer aud manufac- 
turer of shingles, married ; age, 48. Born in Hopkinton, in 1840. Lived in 
Concord, Ward 1, six years, from 1868 to 1875, and in Webster since then. Edu- 
cated at Contoocook, Hopkinton and New London academies. Served in the Con- 
cord common council four years, and on the school committee six, and selectman 
in Webster three years. Always a Republican. 

Holmes, William F., Nottingham. Republican, Free Baptist, farmer and 
teamster, married ; age, 49.

Member of the House in 1870 and 71. Always a Democrat. 

Little, Henry F. W., Manchester, Ward 3. Republican, Unitarian, pension 
claim agent, married ; age, 46. Born in Manchester, and always lived there, ex- 
cepting ^Ye years in Grinnell, Iowa, Served in 7th N. H. Vols., Co. D, in the war, 
and was awarded a medal of honor by Congress Sept. 9, 1864, at Laurel HiJl, Va. 

Littlefield, George, Danbury. Democrat, Christian Baptist, farmer, married ; 
age, 50. Bom in Hill, July 13, 1838, and has lived in Danbury since 20 years 
old. Educated at Andover Centre. Served as supervisor four years. Always a 
Democrat. 

Lord, Samuel D., Manchester, Ward 4. Republican, of Congregationalist 
proclivities, lawyer, married ; age, 62. Bom in Epsom, April 30, 1826, and has 
lived in Manchester since 1846. Graduated at Dartmouth, class of '50. Studied 
Jaw, was admitted to the bar and has ever since been engaged in practice in the 
Queen city. Has served as clerk of the common council two years, city solicitor 
two years, clerk of the House, clerk to both national House and Senate commit- 
tees, member of the board of education six years. His meteorological studies 
have made his name quite famous. Member of the House in 1857, 68 and 69. 
Formerly a Whig. 

LouGHLiN, Peter, Dover, Ward 5. Democrat, Catholic, saloon-keeper, married ; 
age, 35. Born in county Armagh, Ireland. He came to America when 17 years old, 
and landed in Dover. Went into politics when he came of age, and was always 
a pusher in his ward and a great worker for his party. He never asked or was 
nominated for any office until the late election, when he was elected to the legisla- 
ture by a big majority.

Manning, Israel B., Wolfborough Republican, Free Baptist, merchant, 
married ; age, 56. Born in Newmarket, Dec. 18, 1832, and has lived in Haverhill, 
Mass., and Dover, but in Wolfborough for the past thirty-four years. He com- 
menced the trade of shoe-making at the age of fourteen years ; worked at the bus- 
iness twelve years ; then as compositor, job printer, and pressman in the Granite State 
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News oflBce three years, and has been engaged in the mercantile business since 1860. 
He helped build the large shoe factory in Wolfborough at a cost of ^30,000. The 
building was destroyed by fire, Aug. 9, 1887, and proved a loss to the owners of 
^20,000 ; he was one of nine persons who caused to be rebuilt and completed in 
four months from the date of the fire a factory similar in design and cast as the 
former. This factory is in active operation, and is the leading business of the 
town. He is treasurer of the Wolfborough Construction company. He owns a 
fine farm of fifty acres near the village, and devotes part of his time to farming.

Educated in the Lynn public schools, and 
was engaged in the grocery and provision business there from 1867 to 77. He has 
served as town clerk since 1883, acting postmastei* for the last three years, and 
member of the school board in 1886 and 87. He says the Republican party is 
" good enough for him." 

Marston, Gilman, Exeter. Republican, lawyer, single; age, 77, the oldest 
member of the House. Born in Orford. Graduated at Dartmouth college in 
1837 and at the Dane law school, Cambridge, Mass., in 1840 ; commenced the 
practice of law in Exeter in 1841, and has resided there ever since. Member of 
the Legislature thirteen terms ; of the Constitutional Conventions in 18.50 and 
1876, and of Congress from 1859 ^ 1863 and 1865 and 66. Also colonel of the 
Second N. H. Vols. 

Martin, John L., Fremont. Republican, Methodist, farmer, married ; age, 65. 
Born in Fremont, April 27, 1823, and has resided in Epping. Has served as 
collector and selectman, and calls the compiler's attention to the fact that he was 
a member of the House in 1887-8, in a curt and caustic manner ; but the first part 
of his name forbids resentment from ye editor. 

Mason, Thomas B., Tamworth. Always a Republican, evangelical, farmer and 
clerk, single ; age, 44. Born in Tamworth in 1844. Educated in the common 
schools, at Lancaster academy, and Concord commercial school. He went to Bos- 
ton in 1865, and worked in a store one year; then went west to Illinois and Iowa, 
where he taught school and engaged in farming. In 1875, he was compelled, by 
che death of an only brother, to return to New Hampshire to care for his aged 
parents. His father, Capt. Peter G. Mason, who died in 1886, aged 91 years, was 
commissioned captain of a rifle company in the Nineteenth regiment, in 1825, by 
Gov. David Lawrence Morrill. He is a nephew of Hon. L. D. Mason, and has served

Republican, Unitarian, harness man- 
ufacturer, married ; age, 55. Born in Needham, Mass., in 1833, where his grand- 
father, father, and mother were born, and has resided in Peterborough since 1850. 
Kducated in the common school. He is a trustee of the Peterborough savings bank, 
and on the committee of investment. Has held many responsible positions in 
toWn, and is highly esteemed. Has served as chairman of board of supervisors 
many years and as selectman in 1871 and 74. 

McKellips, George W., Northumberland. Republican, Methodist preference ; 
has been foreman in a saw-mill for over twenty years ; married; age, 63. Born in 
Bradford, Vt., Feb. 16, 1826, and has lived in Northumberland since 1848. Edu- 
cated in the common school and at Bradford, Vt., academy. Has served as select- 
man, and was a member of the House in 1874. Was a Democrat until the repeal 
of the Missouri Compromise. 

McCollister, Sullivan Holmes, Marlborough. Republican, Universalist, 
clergyman, married ; age, 62. Born in Marlborough in 1826, and has resided in 
Portland, Me., Nashua, Akron, Ohio, Bellows Falls, Vt., and Dover. Edu- 
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cated at Norwich, Vt., university and at Cambridge, Mass., university and 
divinity school. Was principal of Walpole academy, Mt. Caesar seminary, 
Westbrook, Me., seminary, president of Buchtel college, Ohio, and also 
county school commissioner in Ohio for three years. His career has 
been marked with a hi^ii degree of success as teacher, presiding officer, and 
preacher. He is emphatically a self-made man, having worked his own way 
into eminence and competency. He is a thorough-going American, believing, with 
his whole soul, in universal education and enli^tened suffrage. He has always 
been a decided temperance man and a friend to the unfortunate and impoverished. 
Has visited Europe five times, Egypt, Palestine, and Turkey three times, and made 
the tour of the world, and spent nearly four years in foreign lands. During his 
travels he has been a regular correspondent for the Boston Journal, Boston 
Transcript, New England Journal of Education, Christian Leader, New Hampshire 
Sentinel, and other journals. He has published a book of travels, entitled " After 
Thoughts of Travels in Foreign Lands.*' He has lectured extensively on foreign 
lands and people. He never has sought office, nor preached as a candidate. 
While he is a professional man, during his vacations he is a farmer, knowing just 
how to hold the plow, run the njower, and lay stone wall. He owns the old home- 
stead where his parents died.

Born in 
Freedom, April 17, 1822, and always lived there. Has held several town offices. 

Miner, Austin W., Whitefield. Republican, Congregationalist, mechanic, 
married ; age, 47. Born in Whitefield, March 25, 1841, and lived in New York 
four years and in the west one year. Became a Mason at Lancaster in 1864, and 
was charter member of White Mountain Lodgje, formed at Whitefield in May, 
1869 ; became an Odd Fellow in 1884 and a Patron of Husbandry in 1886. 
Served as tax collector in 1882 and 83, second selectman in 1884, and chairman of 
the board in 1885, 86, and 87. Always a Republican. 

MooKE, George M., Pittsfield. Democrat, Protestant, wood and lumber dealer 
and livery man, married ; age, 40. Born in Barnstead. Educated at Pittsfield 
academy. Has never held public office before. 

Morrill, Charles A., Hopkinton. Republican, Free Baptist, farmer* 
married ; age, 48. Born in Hopkinton. Dec. 30, 1840, and educated there. Served 
as private in Co. E, Seventh N. H. Vols., from Aug. 11, 1862, to June 26, 1865, at 
which time he was honorably discharged at Goldsboro*, N. C. Served as select- 
man from 1874 to 1877. Always a Republican. 

Morrill, David A., Concord, Ward 2. Democrat, Congregationalist, farmer, 
married; age, 62. Born m Canterbury, Dec. 25,1826. Educated there, in Con- 
cord, and at Tilton seminary, and taught school for several years. He worked in 
the Tilton mills some ten years. He removed to East Concord in 1858, and has 
been a successful farmer and is a worthy and respected citizen. He has served as 
councilman two years and assessor three years. Always a Democrat. 

Morse, D. Moody, Bradford. Democrat, farmer, married ; age, 48. Bom in 
Newbury, Dec. 30, 1840. Educated in the common school. He was employed in 
the retail grocery store of E. L. Atwood, of Boston, from 1869 to 1884; the rest 
of his life has been spent on a farm. Has served as town clerk and selectman. 
Always a Democrat. 

MucHMORE, Alonzo D., Camptou. Republican, member of the Baptist church, 
eclectic physician and surgeon, married; age, 48. Born in Orford, April 4, 1840. 
Has lived in Haverhill, Piermont, and Warren, and for the past ten years in 
Campton, where he has a large and lucrative practice. He was educated at New- 
bury, Vt., seminary, and graduated at the Eclectic Medical college of Maine, and 
attended post graduate lectures at the University of Vermont. He enlisted, Nov. 
30, 1861, in the Sixth N. H. A'ols., and was discharged the following year by reason 
of surgeon's certificate of disability. He is a member of Olive Branch Masonic 
Lodge, Penniman Post, G. A. R., and also of the board of censors of the N. H.

46. Born in Lisbon, and has lived in Franconia since two years of age. Edu- 
cated in the common schools. Served as town clerk for many years. Member of 
the House in 1879 and 1881-2. He represents the Franconia and Lincoln class. 

Parsons, John, Jr., Somersworth. Democrat, Catholic, mill operative, mar- 
ried; age, 35. Born in Somersworth, May 15, 1853, and always lived there. 
Always a Democrat.

Born in Nottingham, Eng., in 1830, 
and came to this country with his parents in May, 1831. Lived in Portsmouth 
for a time, and was educated there. Has resided at Lake Village for the past 
thirty-two years. 

Perkins, Chase B., Jackson. Democrat; he is bound by no church creeds, 
but his religious tendency, as has been fully exemplified, is that of the good 
Samaritan. He is a farmer by occupation, and owns quite an extensive farm. In

Member of the House in 1881-2 and 1887-8. Always a Democrat. 

Republican, Protestant, produce dealer, 
farmer and summer hotel-keeper,, married ; age, 47. Born in Westmoreland, 
March 17, 1841. Resided four years in Boston and about a year in Iowa. Edu- 
cated in the common school and academy. Has served as superintendent of schools, 
school committee, and member of the board of education for several years. Mem- 
ber of the House in 1878 and 1887-8, and is, therefore, an experienced legislator. 
He was always a Republican. 

Reynolds, Hiram Sabine, Windham. Republican, attends Presbyterian 
church, farmer, married ; age, 60. Born in Greensboro*, Vt., Feb. 3, 1828. and lived 
there till fifteen years of age, in Walton, Vt., till twenty, in Nashua two years, and 
in Windham since 1851. Attended the Vermont common school, and worked in a 
saw-mill from the time he was sijT.teen till 1862. Served as selectman in 1866, 
chairman in 1867, 69, 70, 71, 76, 77, 82^ 83^ 84, 85, and 86 ; town agent in 1862, 63, 
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64, and 66. He was brought up under the old Jacksonian doctrine, but is an un- 
compromising Republican and has always voted the straight ticket, with the excep- 
tion of a single instance.

Served as supervisor four 
years. Always a Democrat. 

Robie, Charles H., Manchester, Ward 2. Republican, Universalist, concrete 
paver, married ; age, 52. Born in Hooksett, Jan. 14, 1837 ; educated there and in 
Pembroke. He travelled as far west as southern California about ten years ago, 
stopping at a number of the western states. He is a member of the Order of I. 
O. O. F. in both branches and has passed the chairs ; belongs to the order of Iron 
Hall, also Tontine, but never has yet taken much interest in them. Was married, 
April 15, 1860, to Sarah E. Elliott of Bow. Has had one son, who died July 2, 
1873, aged twelve and one-half years. Republican always. 

Robie, James, Plymouth. Democrat, member of Protestant Episcopal church, 
agent American express, married ; age, 60. Born in New Hampton, Oct. 25, 1828, 
on a farm, where the first years of his life were spent. In 1847, the B., C. & M. 
R. R. being opened to Meredith Bridge, now Laconia, he was employed in grading 
the road between Meredith and Ashland. In 1849, he acted as agent for the road 
at New Hampton, afterwards at Ashland. When the road was opened at 
Plymouth, he went there and remained till it was extended to Woodsville ; then 
ran as freight conductor for a time. In 1856, went to Concord to work for the 
road there. In 1868, entered the employ of the " United States and Canada Ex- 
press " as messenger. Held that position till 1879, when he was appointed their 
agent at Plymouth. He never has taken any active part in politics. 

Robie, Samuel P., Londonderry. Republican, Presbyterian, blacksmith, mar- 
ried; age, 57. Born in Chester, Sept. 30, 1831. Worked at farming till 1852, and 
went to Derry to learn the blacksmith trade ; worked there till 1859. Married 
Adaleme K. Rowell in 1856. Moved to Londonderry in 1859, and has worked at 
blacksmithing ever since. Served as supervisor in 1879 and 80, selectman in 1883 
and 84, and superintendent of Sunday school six years. Has a family of wife, 
one daughter, and three sons. Always a Republican. 

Robitaille, Francois X., Manchester, Ward 7. Republican, Catholic, grocer, 
married ; age, 48. Born at St. Andr^, Canada, and educated there. Has served 
as mayor of St. Sophie Migantique seven years and president of St. Jean Bap- 
tist Societe, in Manchester, three years. Always a Republican. 

Rollins, Amos L., Alton. Republican, Free Baptist, farmer and bank treas- 
urer, married ; age, 62. Born in Alton, Dec. 11, 1826. Educated in the district 
school. He was brought up on a farm, receiving such educational advantages as 
were to be obtained at the common schools in the village, always living on a farm. 
His first official duty was that of town clerk, which he held five years. In 1862 
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was elected second selectman ; in 1864 first selectman and held that position till 
March, 1887, when the town went Democratic, but was elected first selectman 
March, 1888. Served as moderator twenty-four years, twenty-three years in suc- 
cession ; town treasurer seventeen years ; member of the Constitutional Convention 
in 1876. County commissioner three years, and treasurer of the Alton Five Cents 
savings bank from its organization to the present time. Member of the Masonic 
fraternity since 1866, its secretary for four years, and a member of the K. of P. 

RowE, George R., Brentwood. Republican, manufacturer of carriage wood 
work, firm of R. Rowe & Sons, married ; age, 39. Born in Brentwood, and always 
lived there. Educated at Brentwood, Kingston and Tilton. Has served as town 
clerk and selectman. Always a Republican. 

RowELL, James H., Concord, Ward 5. Republican, Congregationalist, com- 
missioner of highways, married ; age, 50. Born in West Concord, May 10, 1838, 
and always resided in the capital city. Educated in the West Concord schools 
and at Hopkinton and Kimball Union academies. He lived on a farm till 26, and 
then engaged in the livery stable business in Concord for nine years ; then sold 
out and has been engaged in the concrete business since 1880. He served as 
county treasurer in 1876 and 77, superintendent of streets from 1880 to 1886, and 
then commissioner of highways to the present time. Always a Republican. 

Russell, George M., Windsor. Democrat, farmer, single ; age, 32. Bom in 
Stoddard, Nov. 3, 1856. Educated in the district school. Has served as town 
clerk and selectman. Always a Democrat. 

Russell, Howell C, Portsmouth, Ward 4. Democrat, grocer and provision* 
dealer, single ; age, 31. Born in Portsmouth, and always lived there. Educated 
in the public schools. Member of the common council in 1876 and 77, alderman 
in 1885 and 86.

Sabine, William C, Lempster. Republican, very liberal in religion, farmer, 
married ; age, 58. Born in Lempster, Feb. 19, 1830, and always lived there on a 
farm reclaimed from the wilderness by his grandfather. Educated in the public 
schools, and self-educated, having always been a voracious reader of literature of 
all classes. Has served as superintending school committee, overseer of poor, 
moderator nlany times, selectman seven years, as chairman of the board the last 
four. He began voting with the Democrats, casting his first presidential vote for 
Franklin Pierce ; but bolted upon the repeal of the Missouri compromise, and has 
never felt the least inclination to go back. 

Sanborn, Edward B. S., Franklin. Democrat, Congregationalist, lawyer, 
married, and has one child, a daughter; age, 55. Born in Canterbury, Aug. 11, 
1833. Graduated at Dartmouth college, class of *55, and read law with Judge 
Nesmith. Member of the House in 1873, 74, 79, 81-2 and 834, and of the 
Constitutional Convention in 1876. Formerly a Republican. 

Sanborn, Joseph T., Loudon. Democrat, Free Baptist, farmer, married to 
Fannie J., daughter of George W. Peverly of Canterbury; age, 43. Born in 
Loudon, Sept. 20, 1845, and always resided there. Educated in the common 
school and at Pittsfield academy. Has held the various town offices, and is a 
life-long Democrat. 

Sanders, George A., Laconia. Republican, Free Baptist, stove dealer, wid- 
ower; age, 42. Born in Laconia, Dec. 10, 1846. Has resided in Boston, and 
Cambridgeport, Mass. Educated in the Laconia schools and at Appleton acad- 
emy. He worked for Abram French & Co., of Boston, twenty-one years, eighteen 
of which as travelling salesman through New Hampshire and Vermont. He is a 
32d degree Mason, member of Knights of Pythias, Royal Arcanum, Royal Society 
of Good Fellows, Improved Order of Rod Men, and director N. E. Commercial 
Travellers* association. Always a Republican. 

Sargent, John V., Sunapee. Democrat, Methodist, joiner and carpenter, mar- 
ried ; age, 56. Born in Wendell, now Sunapee, April 25, 1832. Educated there 
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and alway resided there. Has never before accepted any public office of promi- 
nence. Always a Democrat. 

Sargent, Marcus M., Holderness. Democrat, Free Baptist, farmer, married ; 
age, 45.. Born in Holderness, Jan. 20, 1813. Educated there and always lived 
there. Has served as selectman. Always the same politics as now. 

Sargent, Ransom F., New London. Republican. 

Sawyer, James, Greenfield. Democrat, Congregationalist, farmer, married; 
age, 71. Born in Greenfield, in 1817, and has lived there the most of the time. 
Educated in the district school. Has served as selectman several terms. Always 
a Democrat. 

ScAMMON, Frank H., Stratham. Democrat, Protestant, provision dealer, mar- 
ried; age, 27. Born in Stratham,' June 15, 1861. Educated in Boston and Exeter. 
Has resided in Boston and Jacksonville, Fla. Has served as chairman of board 
of supervisors two terms. 

Seavey, Charles H., Rochester. Democrat, attends Free Baptist church, 
farmer and wood and lumber dealer, married ; age, 37. Born in Rochester, May 
27, 1851, and has always lived at Rochester Neck. Youngest son of Samuel F. 
Seavey. Educated in the district school and at Rochester academy. Has held a 
few small offices in town. Was married to Clara A. Allen of Rochester, April 30, 
and has three children, two sons and a daughter. He joined Matslinia lodge and 
Norway Plains encampment, I. O. O. F., when 21 years old. Is a member of Co- 
checo grange, being one of its charter members, and has held the office of steward 
most of the time since, and has taken an active part in the welfare of the order. 
Always a Democrat. 

Seavey, Samuel A., Somersworth. Republican. 

Shaw, Frank B., Hill. Republican, Congregationalist, provision dealer, single ; 
age, 43. Born in Sanborn ton. Educated at Wolf borough. Served as selectman 
and town treasurer. 

Smith, Albert W., Milford. Republican, Episcopal, physician and surgeon, 
married ; age, 35. Bona in Waltham, Mass., May 20, 1853, and has lived in Mil- 
ford sice 18G5. Educated at the Milford high school, Dartmouth Medical college 
and New York university. Has served as chairman of board of education since 
1878, and moderator six years. Always a Republican. 

Smith, Converse J., Concord, Ward 5. Republican, attends Baptist church, 
merchant, married ; age, 40. Born in Merideu, Aug. 13, 1848. Educated at 
Kimball Union academy, graduating in 1866. Was employed one year in the 
store of Converse Cole, at Meriden, and removed to Concord in 1867, entering the 
employ of Messrs. Warde, Humphrey & Co. In 1876 was admitted as a partner, 
the firm becoming Humphrey, Dodge & Smith. For two years was a member of 
Governor Hale's military staff, with the rank of colonel, and is the brilliant and 
versatile New Hampshire correspondent of the Boston Evening Traveller. 

Smith, Daniel G., New Boston. Republican, farmer, married; age, 52. 
Born in New Boston, in 1836, and educated tfcere. Was in Minnesota in 1857, at 
the time it was admitted into the Union. Was also drafted in the first (draft, and 
furnished a substitute. 

Smith, David M., Northwood. Republican. 

Smith, Edward M., Alstead. Republican, liberal in religion, lawyer, married; 
age, 50. Born in Alstead, in 1838. His father died when he was seven years of 
age, and he had to labor hard in early boyhood. The winter he was 14 he went 
to school, and drew logs to a mill two and one half miles, in the evening, with an ox 
team, sawing and loading in the morning before school. Jn that way he drew to 
mill 20,000 feet. He read law with Dearborn & Scott of Peterborough, and grad- 
uated at the Albany law school. He has been six years superintendent of schools, 
and one year chairman of the board of education under the new law, eight years 
tax collector. He was admitted to the supreme courts of New York and New 
Hampshire. Always a Republican. 
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Smith, George S., Charlestown. Republican, Liberal, farmer, formerly a mer- 
chant, married ; age, 62. Born in Canton, Mass., July 13, 1826, and resided in 
Illinois, Iowa, and Colorado, living for twenty years in Chicago. Educated in 
Charlestown. Has served as assessor, postmaster and selectman. Republican 
forever. 

Smith, Joseph F., Meredith. Republican, Baptist preference, married; age, 
40. Born in Mereditlj, Sept. 12, 1848. Educated in Meredith and at New Hamp- 
ton. He formerly worked in Concord and Nashua, but for the last fourteen years 
has been the New England selling agent for thcj Plymouth Woolen Co., of 
Plymouth, Mass., with headquarters in Boston. He owns and operates a farm 
at Meredith, and his family lives there the most of the time. He always voted at 
Meredith, and was always a Republican. 

Smith, Matthew, Lancaster. Democrat, Catholic, farmer, married ; age, 70. 
Born in Ireland, in 1818, and has lived in Lancaster since 1832. Educated in Ire- 
land. Was always a Democrat. 

Smith, Samuel B., Laconia. Republican, Unitarian, boot and shoe dealer, 
married ; age, 51. Born in W^est Newbury, Mass., May 11, 1837, and has resided 
in Lawrence. Educated in the common school, Phillips Andover academy, and 
graduated at the West Newbury high school. He removed to Laconia from Law- 
rence, Mass., March 1, 1862, and went into the dry goods, clothing and millinery 
business with A. G. Folsom under the firm name of Folsom & Smith; in 1869, 
he bought out Mr. Folsom, and married in June of that year ; enlarged his busi- 
ness until it occupied the whole of Exchange Block ; sold out the business with 
the exception of the boot and shoe department Jan. 1, 1885. Built the Smith 
block. Main street, Laconia, in 1885, a five tenement block on Franklin street in 
1886, and a large block on the corner of Mill and Franklin streets in 1887. He 
was always a Republican. 

Smith, Stephen D., Hanover. Republican, Free Baptist, farmer, married; age, 
55. Born in Langdon, May 29, 1833 ; has lived in Hanover most of the time 
since 1850. Educated in the common school. Served as supervisor in 1878 and 
79; tax-collector in 1887 and 88. He enlisted from Hanover in Co. C, 7th N. H. 
Vols., Sept. 28, 1861 ; was wounded at the charge on Fort Wagner, Morris Island, 
South Carolina, July 18, 1863. After lying all night and one day, in the hot sun, 
on the sand, he was taken into the city of Charleston by the rebels, and his left 
leg was amputated near the hip joint; he was exchanged in Charleston harbor 
July 26, 1863, and carried to the McDougal Greneral Hospital, N. Y. ; remained 
there till February, 1864; then carried to Central Park hospital, N. Y., from which 
place he was discharged, April 13, 1864. He peddled small wares about two years ; 
then went into the tin business, under the firm name of Smith, Burnham & 
Choate, at Enfield. His health failing, he sold out to Burnham & Choate in the 
spring of 1874. He has not been engaged in regular business since, except farm- 
ing in a small way. He was a Democrat till 1859 ; since then a Republican. 

Spalding, Charles W., Hudsoy. Republican, Congregationalist, farmer and 
milk dealer, married ; age, 53. Born in Hudson, Oct. 3, 1835, and always resided 
there. Educated in the district schools and at Nashua literary institute, under 
Prof. David Croslby. Served as member of the school board in 1860 and 61, select- 
man in 1874, 79, 80, and 81. He was born and has always lived on a part of the 
old Spalding farm, which was bought in 1757 ; in 1870, he built on the spot where 
the original house stood, and has resided there since. He has always been a 
farmer, and, in addition, has been in the milk business thirty years, and has also 
carried on the stone business to some extent, having a good granite quarry on his 
farm. He was chairman of the board of selectmen in 1881, when the old wooden 
bridge across the Merrimack was taken down and a new, substantial iron one put 
in its place. It was also quite pleasing to him to find, in being held up as a rep- 
resentative, to not only keep his own party vote but run ahead of Harrison and 
Morton by 21 votes and being elected by 58 majority. He was always a Repub- 
lican. 
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Stearns, D wight Webster, Hinsdale. Republican, Universalist,^ farmer, 
married ; age, 58. Born in Hinsdale, and always resided there. Has served as 
selectman ten years. Always a Republican. 

Steele, Thomas M., Dover, Ward 1. Republican, Methodist, real estate 
owner, married ; age, 55. Born in New Durham, but has resided in Dover from 
an early age. Received a common school education, and then worked at the shoe 
business in Dover and Natick, Mass., until 1861, when he promptly responded to 
President Lincoln's call for three months' men, enlisting in the First New Hamp- 
shire, under Col. Mason W. Tappan. Served out his brief term in the army, and 
then enlisted in the navy, his vessel, the steam frigate " Young Rover," assisting in 
the siege of Wilmington, N. C. At the close of the war he was married, and has 
since been engaged in the shoe or grocery business, investing his savings in Dover 
real estate. An earnest and acknowledged leader in local politics, Mr. Steele has 
been honored by his constituents with several terms in the city government, both 
as councilman and alderman, beside filling minor offices. He has had his share of 
misfortunes, losing within a brief period his first wife by death, and his right arm 
by an accident. He was subsequently married to his present wife. Always a 
Republican. 

Stevens, Horace St. C, Bennington. Democrat, Spiritualist ; he was a hotel 
keeper for seventeen years, but is out of business at present ; married ; age, 51. 
Born in Deerfield, and has resided in Exeter. Was made a Mason and a member 
of Rising Star Lodge of Newmarket, A. D. 1865, and is still a member. He 
served as postmaster in 1859 and 60. Always a Democrat. 

Stickney, Everett, Milford. Republican, Congregationalist, mechanic, mar- 
ried ; age, 49. Born in Townsend, Mass., Oct. 9, 1839, and has lived in Milford 
since 1862. Educated in the common and high schools of Townsend. Served as 
selectman three years; is chairman the present year. Removing to Milford 
twenty-six years ago, he has made it his home ; and being a skilled mechanic, has 
been able to accumulate a moderate competency. He has been active in church 
and temperance work, and as a policeman and selectman has aided in the suppres- 
sion of the illegal sale of liquor. He has been connected with the I. O. O. F. 
lodge and encampment, and held the various offices, and is a member of the Grand 
lodge and encampment of this state. During all these years he has made many 
friends and has won his way to some of the honors of the place. He is a temper- 
ance Republican. 

Stockwell, George W., Croydon. Republican, lumberman, married ; age, 34. 
Born in Croydon, June 18, 1854, and always lived there. Has served as moderator, 
first selectman, and deputy sheriff. Always a Republican. 

Stoddard, Henry R., Portsmouth, Ward 1. Democrat, Protestant, livery 
stable keeper, married ; age, 60. Born in Brookfield. Member of the House in 
1877. 

Story, George W., Canaan. Democrat. 

Straw, Alonzo, Farmington. Democrat, Free Baptist preference, blacksmith 
and farmer, single ; age, 66. Born in Barnstead, March 27, 1822, and educated in 
the district school there. Has never held important office, and was always a 
Democrat. 

Stuart, Adriel H., Eaton. Democrat, believes in the second coming of Christ, 
farmer, married ; age, 57. Born in Freedom, Sept. 9, 1831, and educated there. 
Has served as selectman. 

SuLLOWAY, Cyrus A., Manchester, Ward 2. Republican, lawyer, married ; 
age, 50. Born in Grafton, June 8, 1839 ; attended the district school and the 
academies at Canaan, Andorer, Franklin, and New London. Read law with Pike 
& Barnard in Franklin, was admitted to the bar in November, 1863, and began 
practice with S. D. Lord in Manchester. In September, 1873, he formed a partner- 
ship with E. M. Topliff, D. F. O'Connor subsequently being admitted to the firm. 
Served as deputy internal revenue collector from 1873 to 1878. Member of the 
House in 1872 and 73, and 1887-8, He is widely known throughout the state. 
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Tarlkton, Amos, Haverhill. Was elected by the Democratic party ; has no re- 
ligious preference ; has retired from business ; single ; age, 66. Born in Piermont, 
June 22, 1822, and has resided in Boston and its near vicinity. Educated in Haver- 
hill. Never held office, and did not want the present one. Always believed in 
good men and correct principles. 

Taylor, Frederick, Nelson. Democrat, Universalist, farmer, married; age, 
71. Born in Stoddard, but the most of his life has been spent in Nelson. Edu- 
cated in the common schools of both towns. Has served as justice of the peace 
thirty-five years, town treasurer the last twelve years, overseer of the poor the last 
fourteen years, and postmaster five years. Is a Mason and belongs to Hugh De 
Payne Commandery of Knights Templar. Has been master of Granite Lake 
grange, P. of H., since its organization. Member of the House in 1888-4. Always 
a Democrat. 

Thompson, Charles E., Jr., Concord, Ward 7. Republican, Universalist, wood 
and lumber dealer, married ; age, 35. Born in Concord in September, 1853. Edu- 
cated in the common schools and at a commercial college in Manchester. Was 
employed as a clerk in the Concord local freight office four years, and then a faith- 
ful and obliging U. S. letter carrier five yeai*s. Since, has been successfully en- 
gaged in his present business. Was elected city commissioner of highways in 
1887, but declined the position. This is his first elective office. 

ToRR, Charles W., Dover, Ward 4. Republican, milk dealer, single; age, 35. 
Born in Dover; was educated there, and always resided there. He has never held 
public office. Is industrious and thrifty, and was always a good Republican. 

Treadwell, Samuel P., Portsmouth, Ward 1. Democrat; his religion is to do 
just as you agree ; cabinet maker by trade ; married ; age, 72. Born in Portsmouth in 
1816, and has lived in Boston and Wells, Me. Received his school education in 
the basement under the Portsmouth Universalist church. He learned his trade with 
Brown & Joy, cabinet makers, giving one year's time and boarding himself, to learn 
what he could. From 1837 he worked for them as a journeyman until 1845 ; then 
went to Wells, Me., to keep the Pepperell House. In 1849, returned to Ports- 
mouth and went into partnership with Edmund M. Brown, cabinet maker. In 
1854, they built a fine pulpit for the Orthodox church. In 1856, dissolved part- 
nership and went into business for himself ; sold out in 1858. Has served as coun- 
cilman and alderman ; collector of taxes in 1875, 76, 85, 86, 87, and 88 resigned : 
treasurer in 1875, 76, 77, 78, 85, 86, 87, and 88. Always a Democrat. 

True, Reuben C, Lebanon. Republican, Cougregationalist, farmer, married » 
age, 41. Born in West Lebanon, Dec. 14, 1847, and always resided there. Edu- 
cated at Kimball Union academy. Has served as selectman. Always a 
Republican. 

Turner, Thomas B., Candia. Democrat, Methodist preference, farmer, mar- 
ried; age, 49. Born in Candia, July 31, 1839, and lived there until thirteen, 
when he went to Buffalo, N. Y., to reside with an uncle and attend school. After 
remaining there nearly three years, he returned home. In 1862, he was with Sur- 
geon Greeley, of Nashua, who was with the First N. H. Cavalry all through the 
Shenandoah valley, but not being an enlisted man, he has no war record. For the 
past ten years he has been engaged in the wholesale and retail meat and provision 
business in Candia, but at the present time is a farmer. Has served as town 
ti'easurer. Always a Democrat. 

Tyler, John, Claremont. Republican, Universalist, manufacturer, married; 
age, 70. Born in Claremont, and has lived there most of the time, and always had 
business there. Educated in the common and high schools in Claremont. He 
never held public office, always refused them, and would not have accepted the 
present one if he had not been out of town at the time of his nomination. He 
has been a director in the Claremont bank, trustee of the Lebanon National bank, 
and president of the Sugar River Paper Mill Co., for twenty-two years. He wasthe 
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inventor of the famous Tyler water wheels, thousands of which he manufactured and 
put in operation and still manufactures. He has been the founder of several of the 
most important manufacturing enterprises in Claremont, and has probably done 
more for the material growth and industrial prosperity of his native town than 
any other one man, and has kept his large and constantly increasing means in- 
vested in its business enterprises, in the success of which he still takes a lively 
interest, although retired from the active management he formerly held.

Educated at home 
and in the common school. Has served as selectman six years, being chairman 
three years. 

Wardwell, Granville, Winchester. Republican, Congregationalist, com- 
mercial traveller for Warren Lange & Co., New York., manufacturers of wall 
papers, etc. ; he is also proprietor of wall paper stores in Winchester and Keene ; 
married ; age, 51. Born at North Ferrisburg, Vt., March 4, 1837, during a tem- 
porary residence of his parents, who were natives of Nelson, and the latter town 
he has always considered his native town.

Democrat, Universalist, engaged in blacksmith- 
ing, firm of Watkins & Booth ; married ; age, 33. Born in Walpole, July 28, 
1855 and has lived in Lempster. Educated i- Walpole. Always a I)<3mocrat, 
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Webster, Ignatius T., Manchester, Ward 6. Republican, Liberal, farmer, 
single; age, 56. Born in Manchester, April 19, 18.*jJ, and always resided there. 
Educated in the Manchester schools and Northfield seminary. Has served as 
ward clerk, selectman, assessor and on the school board. Has been a Republican 
since the organization of the party ; previously was Free Soil in faith and prac- 
tice. 

Webster, John Francis, Concord, Ward 4. Republican, Episcopal, cashier 
Concord railroad, married; age, 5L Born in Dorchester, Mass., Nov. 18, 1837, 
and has resided in Concord since 18.54. Educated at Chatham academy. Savan- 
nah, Ga., where his parents removed to when he was 7 years old. From 1855 to 
1857, he was employed as clerk in the hardware store of Moore, Cilley & Co. He 
then entered the employ of the Concord railroad as clerk in the local freight 
oflBce. In 1862 he was promoted to be chief clerk in the general freight office, and 
May 1, 1865, to be cashier of the road, under the late Gov. Gil more, which posi- 
tion he has held down to the present time with the exception of the period from 
December, 1881, to March 1, 1883, when the road was leased to the Boston & 
Lowell corporation. He also holds the position of treasurer of the Lake shore 
railroad.

Has served as selectman, supervisor and on 
the school board. Always a Republican. 

Weeks, \V'illiam H., Gilford. Republican, farmer, married ; age, 49. Born 
in Gilford, July 31, 1839, and has lived in California. Never has held office. 
Always a Republican. 

Welch, John T., Dover, Ward 3. Republican, journalist ; has no religious 
bias or prejudice ; is married and has a son ; age, 32. Born in Dover, Dec. 15, 
1856, and resided in 1877-8 in Morrison, 111. Educated in the Dover public schools 
and Dartmouth college. Served as register of probate from 1882 to 86, on the 
school board and in other offices. He has taken a strong interest in the success 
of the Republican party, and locally has been prominent in its councils. He has 
occasion to take pride, also, in the hard work he put in for the establishment of 
Dover's grand public library, of which he was a trustee. He resigned from the 
library trusteeship and school committee in September, 1888.

Republican, Unitarian, mechanic, mar- 
ried; age, 42. Born in Ashby, Mass., Feb. 22, 1846, and has lived in Townsend, 
Mass. Educated at Ashby. Served as chairman of board of selectmen in 1887 
and 88. Always a Republican. 
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Whipple, Oilman C, Lebanon. Republican, Baptist, merchant, married ; age,

Born in Pelham, April 14, 1852, and lived a short 
time in Lowell. Educated in the Pelham common schools. Has served as tax 
collector four years, postmaster thirteen years and member of the Constitutional 
Convention of 1876. He is a small stockholder in the People and Patriot news- 
paper company ; also one of a syndicate of six that has purchased Vaughan's 
island of one hundred acres at Kennebunkport, Me., which has already been 
surveyed into house lots, and will be immediately placed on the market for sale. 
He has always taken a deep interest in the political affairs of the state and nation, 
and has been a member of several state conventions and of the state committee. 
He was elected representative by fifteen majority over a very popular Republican, 
while the national Democratic ticket was five votes in the rear. A firm believer 
in Tariff Reform. 

Woodbury, Milton G., Salem. Democrat, Baptist, overseer in shoe factory, 
single ; age, 44.

He taught school in 
Needham, Mass., three terms ; the grammar school of Newton Upper Falls, one 
year ; kept a private school in company with Rev. S. P. Skinner, at Newton High- 
lands, Mass., two years, and also the high school at Barnstable, Mass., five years. 
Served as superintendent of schools in Hartland, Vt., Westmoreland, Chester- 
field and Salem. Was ordained to the ministry in Barnstable, Mass., in 1846, and 
preached in that town, and in Hartland, Vt., Westmoreland and Chesterfield, 
twenty-five years. Since 1872 he has been unable to attend to to the duties of his 
profession, and has resided at the old homestead in Salem. A Free-Soil Demo- 
crat. 

Woodward, Bradley B., Conway. Democrat, Congregationalist, farmer; 
age, 54. Born in Lyndeborough, Feb. 28, 1834, and has lived in Conway 
since 1842.

age, 43. Born in Lyudeborough, Sept. 28, 1845. Educated at Francestown acad- 
emy. Then went West and remained two years, teaching school some and going 
where curiosity to see the country prompted. Came home and settled in business 
in Lowell, Mass. ;• his health becoming impaired, he returned to Lyndeborough, 
in 1878, and went to farming. Has served as master of Pinnacle grange four 
years, moderator, supervisor, superintendent of schools four yeare, chairman board 
of education and as selectman.
